Planned ‘As Garde 
City - ; 


ROME TO FOOT 
THE BILL 


Rome, Sept. 21 

. Addis Ababa, the capital of 
the new Italian Empire, is in the 
process of transformation and 
glimpses of its ultimate splénd- 
our when it will be converted 
into a garden city are shown in 
the town plan which has been 
approved by -the Duce. 

Experts have already returned to 
Rome from Addis Ababa after study- 
ing the project, and only the rains 
prevent it being put Into execution, 

The-City of Rome will pay for this 
new Addis Ababa. The only bulld- 
ings that sill be sparcd from the 
pick-axe Will be,the Imperial Palace 
and the Cathedral Church of St. 
George, “so as to signify the com- 
plete domination of ‘Italy over the ex- 
Abyssinian empire.” 4 i 

‘The nerve centre of the town will 
be a huge square, with roads radiating 
{fo all the other quarters, which will 
be known as the .“Square of the 
Viceroy.” Here a Fascist bell tower 
will be-bullt;—which--wlll-ring-when- 
parades or anniversarics are to be 
celebrated. 

The square will be surrounded by 
arcades, 30 thut people can go roundel 
it even when it rains, and on these 
arcades two-storey premises will be 
built, where the administrative and 
governmental work of the new cmpire 
will be transacted. °° 

The Imperial Palace will be con- 
verted {nto a residence for the 
Viceroy, and will occupy a promincn: 
place in the square. ‘The main artery 
of the town will be the Maconen 
Road, in memory of the Ras of that 
n-ume who was faithful te the Itallans 
during the 1896 campalyn.

from many quarters of a general desire that Hong Kong * 
should possess a worthy Memorial to His fate, Majesty, 
King George V. , 


In the United Kingdom the National Memorial. 
with royal approval, will take the form of Playing Fields 
throughout: the country with suitable commemorative 
entrance gates. Members of the fighting Services in 
-this Colony are subscribing to this Home memorial, and 

any civilians who desira to contribute’are reminded that — 
remittances should be addressed to “The King George 
National Memorial Fund, The Mansion House, London, - 


£.C.4". 


At the present time. of economic depression it is 
unlikely that sufficient money could .be raised in. this 
Colony for the purchase of large areas forpleying fields. 
The Executive Council has therefore had under most 
careful consideration the preparation of a plan which, 
while identical in its main purpose and conception with 
the Home Scheme, will carry. with it an assurance of 
immediate practical success and of popular acceptance. 
The scheme which has emerged is that Government 
should preserve for public parks with children’s play-- 
grounds two open spaces, one in Victoria and the other 
in Kowloon. Both the proposed areas adjoin congested 
districts, and any possible.doubts as to their potential 
recreative and hygienic value will be speedily dispelled 
by an evening visit to the existing Southorn Playing 
Ground at Wantsai. : 


The area selected for Victoria is the beautiful 
garden of the present Government Civil Hospital, which _ 
will no longer be réquired when the Queen Mary Hospital 
opens next year. The Maternity Block and Medical 
Officer's quarters can be demolished and there will then 
be room for three playgrounds and (if funds permit) 

. fora paddling pool, without encroachment on ‘the fine 
lawn that already exists.. The many lovely trees, which 
luckily escaped mutilation by the recent typhoon, would 
of course be preserved in.any future layout. - 


In Kowloon there is a sufficiently large unalienated 
space at the Northern end of Canton. Road just before 
it joins Jordan Road. {t contains at present some rocky 
hummocks but, given funds, these can be easily levelled 
off or converted into terrace gardens. More would have 
to be done here than at ‘he Civil Hospital, but there’ is 
no reason why. an equally useful and pleasant result 
should not emerge. If, however, this area can be 
exchanged for one even more suitable the Government 
will consider such -an exchange. : 


The Government's contribution to the scheme will 
be the preservation. of these areas as open spaces, their 
preparation. and equipment depending upon public 
subscription. - The erection of commemorative arches 
or gates, as under. the Home Scheme, would doubtless | 
meet with general approval but (although tentative 
sketch-plans are being got out) the local Scheme is not 
yet tied to any set design. All subscriptions’ will, be 
handed over to the Urban Council, and with them will 
lie the responsibility of getting: the fullest value for 
money in the lay-out, equipment and beautification of 
both areas. It is considered that future maintenance 


___._.would_be_a_fair_charge_on_urban revenues_and_voluntary—-__ }_ 


subscriptions will therefore be utilised entirely on initial 
development. ; 6: . j 


The Governor earnestly invites subscriptions to this - 
Scheme; which should be paid into the Hong Kong and . 
‘Shanghai Bank, the Chinese Chamber of Commerce or 
the Tung Wah Hospital. His Excellency is most grateful 
to these institutions for this service’ of collection. 
Cheques should be made payable to “King George V 
Memorial Fund” and crossed. In faunching this appeal-: 
the Governor hopes that the Scheme will commend itself 
as strongly to the general public as it does to his 
colleagues on the Executive Council and Finance Com- 
mittee and to himself, and that it will meet with a truly 
generous response. The. receipt of donations will be- 
acknowledged in the newspapers, by kind permission of 
the Editors.

GOVERNMENT TRAD 
‘ESTATES - 


Various plans have — been 
initiated {o bring: new life to- old 
industries in Britain, and during 
the past two years the sum of 
£5,000,000 has been earmarked 
for the use of the Spécial Com- 
missioners. Among the many 
schemes for districts in which 
the old industries’ are not ex- 
pected appreciably to recover, are 
some intended to attract new 
enterprise | by the ‘establishment 
of Trading Estates, and thus 
establish new means of. livelihood 
for the unemployed. Tho first 
of these estates, which has been 
organised. under the name of the 
North Trading Estates Company, 
has just acquired a site of ,700 
neres in the Team Valley to the 
south of Newcastle-on-Tyne, for 
which the sum of nearly £70,000 
has been paid. The development 
-of-this-scheme—-will .bo-watehed 
with: keen interest, for it is the 
first time that a group of - in- 
dependent business men have 
administered State "funds pro- 
vided . for the reconstruction’ of 
the Special Areas. The Team 
Valley being. practically virgin 
soil, the development can ‘proceed 
unhampered by ‘previous building 
and road schemes, Here modern 
factories will be erected round ‘a 
centre formed by service build- 
ings - such as. post-office, bank, 
restaurant, etc, According to 
the requirements of the industries 
seeking accommodation, the fac- 
tories will be provided with cold 
storage, canteens, club rooms, 
recreation grounds, etc. The 
site was chosen, with special con- 
sideration for its excellent com- 
munication by sea, river, road 
and rail, and there is ylenty of 
labour available in the surround- 
ing districts. Possible future, 
necds for the housing of a 
growing population have ‘been 
catered for, and the assistance of 
the Royal Institute of Architects 
will assure that the entire design 
and lay-out will conform with 
the highest stdindards of beauty 
and efficiency.- Within the next 
few weeks . the construction of 
two main roads, one from north 
to south and the other ‘from east 
to west will. be begun,‘and it is 
expected ‘that the whole’ scheme 
will be completed early in 1987.

HIE malin bone of contention by

Roe revenled that it-was not so pre- 
posterous ag it sounds. If India, for 
example, produced a good enough 
team, it was possible that by compet- 
Ing in a Pacific Zone they-might have 
to play their first match at Honolulu, 
the next in Yokohama, the next in 
Nalrobi and the next in Australia.

ECENTLY I was Invited to have 
@inner in the — sky-scraping 
apartment of a New York actress. 
Directly I entered the tiny living- 
room of the flat I noticed two un- 
usual features. One, the nbsence of 
a dining table. . Two, a frosted glass 
panel, decorated with hand painted 
designs and‘ lit from behind, let into 
one wall. 
At dinner-tlme o coloured servant 
entered, ‘pressed a wall button and 
* - @ased the glass panel out of the wall. 
!.'Two -chromium -legs .came _with it, 
clicked into place, and supported the 
newly-nppeared dining table. — 


Hinged on its lower side, fitting |. 


snugly into thewall, this novel table 
wae composed of a thin, hollow slab 
of strong glass, {luminated by strip 
lights. Scratch-, stain- and heat- 
proof, of course, ‘and throwing up- 
wards o complexion-kind peach glow.

- All kinds of glass, wood or metal 
tables can be let intg the wall with 
only minor plasterers’ operations, 
painted, cellulosed or decorated 50 a3 
to form a part of the room's scheme, 
and Iet down easily at meal times to’ 
accommodate six or.seven people, 

Even simpler, of course, is the 
“wall-panel table," which is not 
actually built into the wall, but folds 
up flush ogainst it. I have scen 
tables of this kind, made of plain 
veneered woods, which, even in their 
folded state, are an asset to thelr 
rooms, :

DIES.IN NYS 


‘WIDELY KNOWN - 


: New York, Oct. 4. 

Mr. Jesse Iskdor Straus, until re- 
cently United States Ambassador to 
Parls, died here to-day.—Reuter. 

Jesse ‘Isidor Straus, the American 
business man who became. an Am- 
bassador,, was born at New York in 
January, 1872, He studied at 
Harvard ‘where he took ‘his B.A, 
degree in 1893. His father - and 
mother were drowned in the ‘Titanic 
disaster jn 1912. 


Straus Jolned the dry goods firm 
of R. H.: Macy and Co., started - at. 
the bottom of the ladder, determined 
to Icarry all the details of the business, 
and by 1919 had become Its presl+ 
dent. He and his two brothers 
managed the great store ‘which 
employs 10,000 people. 


In search for novellics—new goods 
or new models—he travelled much in 


Europe, especinily In France, Ger-]. 


many, England ‘and Spain. 
speaks several languages. 


But buying and selling were not 
his sole preoccupation. was a 
collector. and also a -politician. A 
strong Democrat, -he - -supported 
Roosevelt's campaign for the Presid- 
eney by specches and generous gifts 
to the party funds, During the bank- 
ing crisis in the spring of 1933. he 
did his best to’exert a calming’ in- 
fluence. When 
he Inserted a notice In the news- 
Papers, which ran; : 


-“I have confidence In my Govern- 

ment and in our banks. I do not ex- 
pect the impossibie. Never has it 
been possible for everyone to put al! 
his money in his pockots or his safe. 
I_ know that if 1 try to obtain 
all my money, I shall make’ the 
situation worse. I shall not lose my 
head.” In March, 1933, he was ap- 
polnted Ambassador to nee, 
. Straus provided the funds for ‘ex 
tensions at Harvard University, of 
whose Board of Overscera ho was a 
member, He also belongs to the 
Council on Forelgn Relations, the 
Forelgn Policy Association and the 
American Academy of Political and 
Social Sctence. His business Interests 
sneluded directorships in Ithe New 
York Life Insurance Co. and the 
North British and Mercantlle Insur- 
ance Co. He is also a trustee of a 
savings bank nnd fn hospital,
